very from a set plan at times, as the 
occasion calls for it, but with such a 
>lan in mind once learned is easy. 


In tolling the story we must observe 


certain rules. Know the story, use di- 
rect discourse wherever possible. A 
icpetition of certain significant words 
or phrases is good as in Psalm 46. We 
must have the right purpose and keep 
it in mind Too often the story is not 
taken seriously and told only for en- 
tertainment. 
We must put enthusi- 


asm into the telling ot the story, and 
teach it in a positive way wherevei 
possible—ami one must feel and 
see 


the story if the listener is to do so.

The ceremony, which took place in 


the royal chapel of the Imperial 
Castle, seals the reconciliation be- 
tween the dethroned house of Han- 
over and the hous»e of Hohenzollern1. 


The presence of the three most 


powerful 
sovereigns of Europe— 


the German emperor, the Russian 
emperor and the British king-em- 
peroi——on terms of intimate friend- 
ship, made the event a demonstra- 
tion of internatioriaj peace. 
The civil ceremony was perform- 


ed half an hour earlier in the great 
electors hall, a small room in the 
most ancient pai-t of the castle.

Washington. May 24. — [Special.]— 


"Sugar might change the political com- 
plexion of the United States senate," 
remarked a member of that body. He

Indira, Abandons Her Native Land 
Rather Than Marry Distasteful Suit- 
or—"Most Beautiful Princess of In- 
dia" Vicited United States Twice. 


Bombay, India.—A profound sensa- 


Jioii was caused here by the sudden 
freaking of the projected marriage of 
Princess Indira, only daughter of the 
reigning gaekwar of Baroda, to Prince 
Jitendra, sou of the inaharajah of 
Cooch Behar, which was to have been 
celebrated in Calcutta. 


At the eleventh hour the princess 


suddenly announced her intention to 
break off the match to her parents and 
ier affianced and immediately after- 
ward set sail for England.

federacy ruling a great part of India, 
while tbe royal family of Cooch Behar 
is said to bare come from a tribe of 
aboriginal descent and to have laid 
claim to divine origin in order to con- 
ceal its low caste. This difference In 
caste would constitute a barrier to a 
Hindu man-lace. 


Tbe mabarajab of Cooch .Behar was 


educated in England, and so was bis 
son. Jitendra. who \\ as made bankrupt 
in London in 1U11 for a small debt, 
which was afterward paid and bis 
bankruptcy rescinded. 


The young Princess Indira is also 


a familiar figure in the British isles. 


The niah.irance of Baroda is tbe au- 


thor of "Tbe Position of Women In 
Indian Life," and has advanced ideas 
on the subject. 


The gaekwar has written several 


books and is a man of high education. 


Tbe gaekwar of Baroda and bis wife, 


the "most beautiful woman in India," 
visited tbe United States in 100G and 
in tbe summer of 1910. With them on 
their labt trip was Prince Jal»ink, then 
a Junior in Harvard, where be was 
called "tbe gaek," and the Princess 
Indira Rajai. Tbe Princess Indira is 
toasted as "tbe most beautiful prin- 
cess in India," and as ber father's 
wealth Is a byword she is also consid- 
ered the "greatest catch."

It 
was soon evident to tbe Confederate 
looking on that he was playing to lose. 
Once when the sergeant 
purposely 


played the wrong card Claybourne es- 
sayed to stop him. but a look from 
Knowlton deterred him. Knowlton won 
tbe first game: Treadway •won the next 
three. The winner could not repress a 
long drawn sigh of relief, but relief 
accompanied by pain that his compan- 
ion must die instead of himself. 


Claybourne marched Knowlton be- 


tween two men to an unoccupied tent 
where he suffered him to make prepa- 
rations to die. The prisoner told the 
captain that he wished to write a let- 
ter to a girl in the north to whom he 
was engaged. Materials were furnish- 
ed, and he wrote, stating the manner of 
his approaching death, making no men- 
tion of the fr.ct that he had voluntarily 
criven his chances for living to a com- 
panion 
Claybourne received the let- 


ter, agreeing to take every precaution 
that it should reach its destination. 
Then he said to the man who was 
about to die: 


"Were it not that my general is mo- 


mentarily expecting to be slaughtered 
by your people I would make an effort 
with him to save you. When not un- 
der the strain of war he is as tender 
hearted as a girl. 
But with the wel- 


fare of his troops and the cause ab- 
sorbing his whole natnre be seems 
brutal. 
To intercede for you now 


would only accrue to my detriment and 
be of no service to you." 


"I understand you perfectly," replied 


the other. "Goodby." 


Half an hour later a volley was
